Producer and Consumer. 



; Tiio farmeiffl on VanoouA^er Island 
•who look to Yictoria as tlioir sole mar- 
ket? complain bitterly about the market 
-Tiotoiia affords. The traders, they 
saj; offer prices for produce •which it 
ia impoasiblo for them to accept aiid 
live. It is complained, too, that, there 
hciiig uo means of establishing or know- 
mg current rates, the farmer is fro- 
p., ^umtly; taken in,^ — that is to say, hav- 
ing ho means of knowing what current 
rates are, he often accepts prices far be- 
low those going, and far below whatliis 
neighbour may have obtained, per- 
haps for an inferior article. The most 
complaint is about cereals; and the 
Canadian tariff gets the chief blame. 
The dealers, we are told, import their 
regular supplies, and will only buy 
domestic produce -when they can catch 
a decided bargraiu, which, of coursj3, 
means catching the:! iarmer in a tight 
place ; and the worst of it all is that 
the resultis not to cheapen the article 
to the consumer but to ]mt a bigger 
profit iu the dealer's pocket. Mow, it 
is uo part of our present purpose to 
enter upon a discussion of "tno Cana- 
■ dian tariff, 'nl&r^torrinte between 
* the farmer and the trlider; although 
Ave may venture to remark, "enpassant" 
that itis just possible tlie huitfmay 
come in for more than its just share of 
blame in this connection. It occurs 
to us that the csndition of things com- 
plain!ed_ of by the farmers arises mm n- 
ly from the absence of some an-ange- 
ment bj' which the producer and the 
consumer could bo brought together. 
Quito sure ■we are that if tlie farmers of 
Vancouver Island were in receipt of 
the average prices paid by the consu- 
mers of Victoria, they would have less 
to say about tariffs. Too many mid- 
dle-men and too large profits proba- 
bly have their full share in superinduc- 
ing a condition of things which weful- 
ly admit to be inimical to the prosjieri- 
ty of agriculture in this part of the 
Province} and whatever is immical to 
that must be an undoubted evil, ^^'e 
are fully conscious of tlio primary im- 
portance of this branch of iiidusfry, 
lying, as it does, ut the foundation of 
general well-being; and wo are pain- 
fully conscious, too, of the serious dis- 
advantage at which farmers are placed 
in this respect. Any one who will take 
the trouble to look at the import re- 
turns, and see the enormous sums an- 
nually going out of the country in pay- 
ment of foreign produce, which ought 
by all the rules of right and reason to 
go towards atrengthening and enrich- 
ing agriculture in our own country, 
nnist feel that the subject is one of vi- 
tal importance; but we would ask the 
farmers calmly to consider whether 
the remedy does not, to some consider- 
able extent at least, lie withiii their 
own reach, — weask them to consider 
whether more real good may not be ac- 
complished by carrying into effect 
some well-devised scheme hy which 
they may bo brought face to face with 
the consumer than by agitating doubt- 
ful if not impo-ssible tarilF changes. If 
some cheap rough-and-ready public 
market could be established at which 
produce might be exposed and where 
farmers could compare notes and post 
themselves as to current prices etc., it 
apvjears to us tluit tlio result might be 
conducive alike to the interest uf pro- 
ducer and consumer. There seems no 
reason for rushing into an_y largo ex- 
penditure for a market, in the lirst in- 
stance. Let a beginnin;/ lie made how- 
ever hunible;aiid let it i 'O exfeiuh'd and 
improved -with tiic growiii;^ demands 
upon it. Hurely there are plenty vacant 
lots in town, and, for the matter of 
that, vacant buildings, too, which 
would meet the present need and the 
use of which could be had for a mere 
song_so to speak. This subject is respect- 
fully commended to our read<trs, botli 
in town and country, for their serious 
consideration, with the earnest hope 
that good to both may come out of it. 

The Orphanage. 

Now that the scheme for establish- 
ing a Pi'otcsfant Orphan Home's in 
this Province has b(;(;n fairly lauuclied 
before tlio Dul)li(', a few words (.•oncern- 
ing the niovcineut may not be out of 
Ijlnee. Wo legrelllmt tlicruwoio not nim-o 
present to hear the roniarl;s made by 
the various si^oalvers at tlio jiiililie 
meeting, on Tuesday evening, iind \vi' 
are suriy that considerations of lime 
and space prevented ihese siiocches be- 
ing placed befuie the g Mieral pul)lie 
through the nieclium of the jncss. The 
aim of the promoters is to found a 
Home upon a basis wido enough to en- 
able all to nnilo in an ellbrt which 
shall meet the present and future wants 
of the rrovince. To this end, it has 
been seen, that the clergy and a rejjre- 
Bcntation of the laity of tlie several 
bodies in this coinmunitv linve 1)(.t.ii 
working ' •shoulder to shouldiT" furilie 
last few wejoks; and the report of the 
Secretary shows with what success. 
Anxious to secure a site and erect suit- 
able buildings at the earliest posf-iblo 
moment, tilt) efforts of iiio Committee 
will not flag bucauf;o a considerable 
sum of money has already been ob- 
tained. As was well pointed out by 
Home of the speakers, it is very desira- 
]:!' tbiit tho luetilution Bhould he of 
-'ica u. oharuolor (in an nroluteotural 



point of view) and that it should Btaud 
upon such a site as would makej it a 
prominent and ornamental feature of 
our city. The hope was expressed that 
some generous lauded proprietor 
might so far open his heart as to douato 
a site; and surely uo object could poss- 
ibly present a more fitting opportunity 
for so praiseworthy an act. "Were Uns 
happily to bo the case, the Committee 
would'be in a position to commence 
the work of building next spring. Miiy 
He who has promised to be a father to 
the orphan move the heart of someone 
thereto. As was stated, the partial 
appeal to, this community alone had 
resulted in a sum of $1,051 being sub- 
scribed, and it is coutidontly bolievod 
that the completion of the canvass 
will raise the sum contributed by Iho 
proverbially charitable people of Vic- 
toria to $1,500. It does not seeiii un- 
reasonable to expect on equal amount 
from the remainder of the Province. 
This, together with annual collections 
in the Churches and a Concert or two, 
may fairly bo presumed to place close 
upon four thousand dollars at the dis- 
posal of the Committee in the year 
upon which we are about to enter, — a 
sum which with care and economy, 
would enable the scheme to bo started 
under favorable auspices and on a ba 
sis insuring success. Tlie nature and 
objects of the movement have already 
been so very fully placed before the 
public that any additional observations 
from us would appear to be unnecessa- 
ry; wo shall, therefore, rest content 
for the present with expressing the 
confident hope that, whenever an ap- 
])c:d shall bo made, it will be found 
that other commnuitiea are not one 
whit behind Victoria in so far as sup- 
jiorting the British Columbia Orphan's 
Homo is concerned. The claims of 
the scheme are broader than Protes- 
tantism. They are even broader than 
Christianity. They are as broad as 
Humanity.
